President Truman’s_ thinking!

report of the Commission on 
Organization of the Executive 
Branch of the Government, head- 
ed by former President Herbert 
Hoover. The entire report is to 
be submitted to Congress early in 
1949 but “task force” reports are 
being completed now. 

Whether the commission’s com- 
mittee on natural resources, head- 
ed by former Gov. Leslie A. Mil- 
ler of Wyoming, will recommend 
the authority approach is not yet 
known. It is known that the 
committee has had a difficult time 
reaching conclusions in this field. 

At one time, it is reported, the 
committee had decided to recom- 
mend basin-wide development 
under a modified Pick-Sloan plan, 
which would in effect have re- 
tained the plan but placed it 
under control of some _ central 
agency.

CHICAGO, Dec. 25 (AP)—The 
number of accidential deaths to- 
night totaled 173 with more than 
24 hours left of the Christmas 


holiday weekend. California led 
the death toll with 17 since 6 p.m. 
Friday. 

Of the fatalities, 132 were due 
to traffic mishaps and 41 to other 
accidents. The National Safety 
Council predicted 265 traffic 
deaths by the end of the yuletide.

| Fire of undetermined origin 
‘burned fiercely for more than an 
hour yesterday in a manufactur- 
ing plant at 3732-34 Chouteau ave- 
nue, sending up a dense column of 
smoke visible for miles and caus- 


ing extensive damage to the build- 
ing and its contents. 

The one- to three-story brick 
structure housed the Kisco Boiler 
& Engineering Co., and the Kisco 
Co., Inc., which manufactured ven- 
tilating equipment. Damage esti- 
mates ranged from $150,000 to 
$350,000. 

Four. alarms were turned in 
after the blaze was discovered at 
11:45 a.m., sending 12 pumpers, 
four hook-and-ladder companies, 
three ambulances and miscellane- 


ous equipment to the scene. Fire

Flames had burst through the 
‘roof of a one-story s@vtion of the

Voting Behavior in St. Louis 
Analyzed in Study; Trends Listed: 
But Causes Not Determined

Many sections of St. Louis can 

be moved from one mejor party

“The 
farmer is out in the field all day 
husking as long as he can see. He 
‘comes in and milks the cows, He 
eats his supper. He is awfully 
tired, dirty, unshaven. He doesn’t 
want to shave and change clothes 
and go to town for a political rally 
‘when he can stay at home in his 
kitchen and put his feét in the 
oven and tune in a radio and lis- 
tex to a better speéch than he 
could hear in town. 

“That littie radio set has en- 
tirely transformed the field of the 
old-time political rally. 

“The failure properly to evalu- 
ate that great change furnished 
one of the real elements of sur- 
prise in the recent campaign.” 

Being allergic to the old poli- 
tical balderdash, ‘ Gillette made 
what he calls a peculiar cam- 
paign. He delivered no more 
than a dozen partisan speeches, 
The fact is, he seéms unenthusi- 
astic about his partisan mouth- 
ings. 

A partisan speech, as Gillette 
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Vote Decisive. | 
Gillette spouts ideas,

an audience of ninety more or less 
faithful party workers. They are 
faithful in attendance because 
their local boss has ordered them 
to attend or else. Out of the 
ninety, perhaps only eighty are 
real party men. The ten others 
very likely are Republicans. Half 
have showed up because they are 
personal friends of the candidate, 
and half because they are there 
to spy and report back to their 
own party headquarters. 

As against his mere dozen par- 
tisan speeches, Gillette delivered 
200 non-partisan speeches before 
non-political groups all over the 
continent from Boston to Los 
Angeles, from Miami to Montreal, 
On such subjects as American 

licies on foreign affaira, the 

nited Nations, the Palestine situ- 
ation, agriculture, etc. 

Gillette discovered that whereas 
a partisan harangue will attract 
eighty to ninety of the faithful 
who are coerced to attend, a non- 
partisan address may be good for 
800 to-900 of all parties and inde- 
pendencies. Thus the non-partisan 
oo er widens his audience ap- 
pea 

After all, there is little point in 
a Democratic speaker wasting his 
lungs on a Democratic party 
worker. The point is to convert 
the opposition and the middle-of- 
the-roaders. 

Grand Tour of Culture Circuit. 


Ignoring the dreary political 
halls, Gillette went on a grand 
tour of the culture clubs. Rotary 
and the othér luncheon clubs, 
while frigid to outright political 
harangues, welcomeé world travel- 
ers who can ehlighten the mem- 
berships about Washington, Paris, 


ithe United Nations, Tel-Aviv and 


the Negeb. 

That is where the Old Silver 
Fox from the Sioux River Valley 
came in to win lamb-chop eaters 
and influence voters. The more 
this canny old non-partisan spoke, 
the more people realized that he 
was a right smart, handsome man 
and well informed on national and 
international affairs. Whether he 
spoke in Maine or Miami, his re- 
marks were duly reported in Sioux 
City and Keokuk, and the Jowans 
were proud of their far-seeing, 
far-traveling man, and resolved to 
vote for him, regardless of party 
affiliations. 

This might be regarded as going 
against the American credo which 
has it that a statesman, like 
George Norris, for example, who 
works his head off in Washington 
and neglects his fences in Ne- 
braska, is doomed to be defeated 
by some nonentity who polishes 
the big red apple at home. In 
Gillette’s case, possibly, there was 
this difference, that when the Old 
Fox wasn’t broadcasting from 
Boston or Bangor, he usually 
could be found politicking in the 
third-floor walkup, above Nelson’s 
drug stote in the county seat of 
Cherokee. 

Gillette is too astute to confess 
he has been running for the Sen- 
ate ever since he left that select 
club ~~ involuntarily—four years 
ago. However, he will not deny 
that his public activities since 1044 
have served him well. 

Everybody seems to like the 
hearty, ageless Gillette. Because 
of his zest for independence—in- 
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dependence from some features of 
the Roosevelt New Deal—Gillette 
was first on the F.D.R. pufge list 
in 1938. But when Gillette de- 
feated the purgers and won re- 
election to the Senate, he and 
Roosevelt forgave each other. 

When Gillette lost his Senate 
seat in 1944, Roosevelt was quick’ 
to offer him the post of Surplus 
Property Administrator. Viewing 
this as a potential hot potato, Gil- 
lette accepted with the under: 
standing that he would hold the 
job no longer than six months. 
In June, 1945, he handed in his 
resignation to President Truman. 

From then on until he an- 
nounced his candidacy for Sen- 
ator from Iowa this year, Gillette 
served as president of the Ameri- 
can League for a Free Palestine. 
This post gave him considerable 
moral] standing, wide travel and 
publicity. It saved him from be- 
ing an unemployed statesman, 
than which nothing is more pa- 
thetic. 

Gillette made the most of his 
new crusade. He traveled through 
Europe and the Near East and he 
lectured al] Sver the United States. 
He spoke from coast to coast and 
his remarks saw print in Iowa. 
He was out of the Senate, but he 
was .not forgotten. 

Iowa did not ho}d it against him 
that he had become an interna- 
tionalist. More and more Iowans 
are thinking in international 
terms. Iowa recognizes that the 
world is not limited by the Sioux 
river, the Mississippi, the M‘s- 
souri or the Platte—there must be 
some foreigners to buy and con- 
sume Iowa's surplus of corn and 
hogs. If the world cannot afford 
to buy on the barrelhead—or is 
not financed to buy, under a 
Marshall plan—then the world 
hungers, and Iowa suffers, too. 

Oft the Beaten Track. 

Paradoxically, for all his repu- 
tation as a free-wheeling interna- 
tionalist, Gillette lives in one of 
the hardest-to-reach places in the 
United States. His home town is 
not easy to come by. It is off the 
beaten path, standoffish between 
Sioux City and Sioux Falls, Oma- 
ha and.Des Moines, It has train 
and bus service, but not often. To 
interview Gillette, this correspond- 
ent flew down from Minneapolis, 
hired a car aos drove 134 miles. 

He met thé Ol4 Fox in the 
men’s room above Nelson’s phar- 
macy as Gillette was preparing to 
leave to attend an evening 
“Dutch lunch” in celebration of 
his nonpartisan victory 

Cherokée appears to be a perfect 
spot for a perspective on foreign 
affairs. During Gillette's twelve 
years in Washington, he served 
on’ the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee and, earlier, on the 
House Foreign Aftairs Committee. 
He hopes to return to that Senate 
committee, and he thinks his 
travels from Cherokee to Palestine 
have broadened his outlook. 

It was now or never when he 
ran for the Senate as he ap- 
proached the Biblical span of 
three score and ten. This may be 
his last term in Washington. In 
any event, Cherokee will always 
be his home. 

Though he has not practiced 
law for years, Gillette retains his 
old law chambers in his bustling 
little city, The law books are 


| gone from the shelves, and politi- 
ical pamphlets have taken their 
| place. Clients no longer come, but 
iconstituents are forever climbing 
| the stairs.

PARIS, Dec. 25 (AP)—The Eu- 
ropean recovery gt govern 
ments of western Europe today 
were facing the grim. fact that 
they are not recovering as fast as 
the recovery program demands.

There have been 
some squawks and in some cases 
boxes have been given back to 
their old “owners.” 

In the case of a four-seat box, 
the top potential, for 77 games, 
is an attendance of 308. In some 
cases the score for the season 
on a four-seat box was as low as.

State Dept. Approval Likely. 

It is probable that since Mor- 
gan is an active foreign service 
officer, publication of the article

What Morgan has done is to 
cull from the published writings 
and speeches of Stalin a remark- 
ably complete blueprint of the 
political theology which motivates 
the Soviet dictator. It ts impos- 
sible briefly to summarize the | 
picture which Morgan paints of| 
the way in which Stalin sees the) 
world and the way in which he 
intends to change the world, but | 
certain main points do emerge. 

The first is that Stalin is wholly 
convinced that war between the 
Soviet bloc and the bloc of states 
in which the United States is the 
most powerful is entirely inevit- 
able. This is the basic assump- 
tion. 

Morgan quotes overwhelming 
evidence, from these writings of 
Stalin still being republished in 
the Soviet Union, to prove that 
Stalin’s occasional remarks about 
the possibility of the Communist 
world and the non-Communist 
world living peaceably side by 
side were utttred for strictly tac- 
tical reasons. 

What Stalin Expects. 

Stalin sees the development of 
two “world centers,” a “socialist 
center,” based on the Soviet 
Union, and a “capitalist center,” 


based on the United States. He 'an attempt to obliterate the rival

This in turn has given the Sov- 
jet Union an opportunity to bring 
enough. countries ver to the side 
of the “socialist center” so that 
power will be balanced, and the 
socialist center cannot be oblit- 
erated by the capitalists. All the 
eastern European countries have, 
of course, already been “brought 
over” and much of Asia soon may

Second, Stalin undoubtedly ex- 
pects what he calls the “law of 
ebb and flow” to set in, the wave 
of Communist expansion to cease, 
and the remainder of the non- 
Communist werld to become tem- 
porarily stabilized. 

15 Years’ Grace Predicted. 

Third, the Soviet Union, as the 
“socialist center,” must be urgent- 
ly prepared to serve as the main 
“base” for Communist expansion 
when the next revolutionary tide 
sets in. 

Morgan concludes from Stalin’s 
writing that che United States 
figures in Stalin’s thinking “as 


italist system will form for 
final war to the death between 
the two systems,” but Morgan be- 
lieves that the evidence suggests 
that this “climatic struggle will 
not be risked before 15 or 20 years 
have elapsed.” 


Thus the unquestioning assump- 
tion by Stalin—and all his poten- 
tial successors, for Stalin is 69— 
that war is inevitable is the tragic 
fact with which the world must 
live.

KILLER OF 3 IN FAMILY TEACHER FOUND DEAD 


AND SHERIFF CAUGHT 


Mississippi Man Tells of|Apparently Takes Own Life 


Wrapping Gun and Shells 
in Gift Paper. 


JACKSON, Miss., Dec. 25 (UP). 
—Murdock Hinton, 48 years old, 
was captured in a Christmas dawn 
raid today and admitted the kill- 
ing of four persons Tuesday 
night. 

Hinton walked out onto the 
porch of his mother’s unpainted 
four-room shack near Hurley, 
Miss., about 7 a.m. and surren- 
dered to Alabama and Mississippi 
officers. They wanted him for the 
killing of his ex-wife, his daugh- 
ter Gloria, his granddaughter 
Judy, 2, and Sheriff J. E. Nelson. 

The hunt, after spreading over 
three states, ended at the home of 
Mrs. Jennie Hinton, just 22 miles 
from the scene of the murders at 
Lucedale, Miss. Hinton said he 


the time. 
Seen at Mother’s Home. 


Information that led to Hinton’s 
capture came from Darrell Cole- 
man, who saw the fugitive enter- 
ing his mother’s house last night. 

The killings had taken shape in 
the mind of the farmer in Octo- 
ber and November, immediately 
after his wife divorced him, Hin- 
ton said, 

Tuesday night he .wrapped his 
shotgun and shells into a “Christ- 
mas package,” and had Junior 
Tanner, a friend, drive him to 
within a quarter of a mile of the 
house where his ex-wife, daughter 
and granddaughter lived. 

Daughter Calls Sheriff. 


Tanner never suspected, Hinton 
said, what the gaily-wrapped pack- 
age contained. The farmer told 
officers that he left Tanner’s car 
and walked through a pine thicket 
in the gathering dust. His daugh- 
ter saw him and ran to a neigh- 
bor’s house to telephone for Nel- 
son, the George county sheriff. 

Hinton broke open his package, 
he told officers, and grimly walked 
into the house and shot down his 
ex-wife and baby granddaughter. 
Then, he said, he sat down to wait 
for Gloria and the sheriff. 

When they arrived he killed 
them both, shooting down the 
sheriff in front of the house be- 
fore the officer could draw his 
pistol, He left in Nelson’s car, 
and abandoned it with Gloria’s 
body a few miles away.

After Questioning by 
School Officials. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 25 (AP) — 
School authorities have disclosed 
that they questioned a_ grade 
school tcacher about “alleged 
Communistic activities” two days 
before she was found dead, ap- 
parently a suicide. 

The disclosure came yesterday 
after the CIO Teachers’ Union 
charged that what it termed an 
“inquisition” by school officials 
was responsible for the death of 
Mrs, Minnie Gutrdie, 40 years old. 


She was found dead in her 
apartment Thursday night, her 
head inside a gas stove, and two 
jets open. Police listed the death 
as “apparently suicide.” They 
said they found four notes in the 
room, one saying that Mra, Gut- 
ride suffered from e~ncer. 


School Superintendent William 
Jansen said he sent two assistants 
to question the teacher last Tues- 
day after he obtained information 
about “Mrs. Gutride’s alleged 
Communistic activities over a sev- 
eral years’ period.” 

He said no action had been 
taken against her, pending “fur- 
ther study” of the transcript of | 
the questioning. 

The Iteachers’ Union, at a press 
conference held by its legislative | 
representative, Mrs. Rose Russell, | 
gave this version: 


Two officials, accompanied by a | 
stenographer, went to Mrs, Gut-| 
ride’s classroom and began ques- | 
tioning her. She had been given 
no prior notice. 

The questions dealt with “some | 
alleged Communist meeting that 
was supposed to have taken place 
in 1940 or 1941,” Mrs. Russell said. 

After school on Tuesday, Mrs. ' 
Gutride wrote a letter to Jansen, 
protesting against thé “terrifying 
atmosphere” of the questioning.

Why Pardon Is Refused. 
One reason why the government 
—at this time—refuses to pardon 
the former marshal is that many 
Vichyites are still being tried for 
playing with Hitler’s hordes. To 
liberate the ancient warrior now 
might prejudice the government’s 
case against others.

Unusually Early Floods. 

The recent Willamette floods, 
While not particularly large in | 
proportions, came unusually early 
in the winter.

A double amputee and Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor winner of 
World War II, Ralph might easily 
have settled back to the wheel- 
chairborne division for life. In- 
stead, he has become an active 
salesman, who helps his mother 
and brother®*run a 200-acre farm 
near this small Iowa town, oper- 
ates a tractor, drives a car, en- 
gages in numerous. sparetime in- 
terests, and was recently cited by 
the V.A. for his successful plan 
of living. — 

“It does slow a fellow up a lit- 
tle,” Ralph says cheerfully of his 
handicap, “but I can get any place 
anyone else can, do anything they 
can do. A few weeks ago I went 
pheasant hunting and walked five 
miles in one day. That tired me 
out a little bit, though.” 


If he tires out often, Ralph Nep- 
pel does a pretty satisfactory job 
of hiding it. When we arrived in 
Carroll, he was at the bus station

In “The Medal of Honor,” a 
recently published book that tells 
the story of the Congressional 
Medal, and, in a fashion much 
like school year books, pictures 
the winners, his story is told 
briefly, the vital statistics reading:

There, with 
blood spurting from his wounds, 
he started firing while the tank 
crunched to a halt alongside his 
position.. "He killed eight Germans 


other war heroes who formed the 
largest group ever to receive the 
honor at one time. 


Ralph’s medal now rests at 
home in a box except when it is 
brought out on occasions like our 
visit. Then 2-year-old Vernona 
Lee grabs for it and runs through 
the house, waving it in one hand, 
brandishing a peppermint stick 
in the other, until her mother 
rescues it before she changes 
hands. 


Her father takes his heroism 
about as lightly. 

“Maybe it isn’t right to fee] this 
way,” he says, “but I think they 
more or less use examples as 
heroes. There are an awful lot 


of heroes in a war and it seems to 
me that when they go to giving 
out those medals they just pick 
someone out ever so often.” 

There were pienty of other 
heroes at McCloskey Genera) Hos- 
pital with Ralph, all amputees 
learning to use their new limbs 
with proficiency. Ralph received 
his in October 1945 and in Decem- 
ber was able to walk into church

“is that he kept having trouble 
with one leg breaking and he was 
afraid it would break while we 
were in church.”

“Where are those old legs of 
mine?” Ralph asks reflectively, 
much in the tone of a man asking 
about his old golf clubs. 

“They were made of cast alum- 
inum,” he explains, “and they 
didn’t hold up so well. Now they 
make them of all wood, hollow 
willow, I think they call it.” 

Before they were discharged 
from the hospital, all amputees 
had to prove they could do such 
things as climb a ladder, hoe a 
garden, ride horseback, ride a bi- 
cycle, drive a car, bowl, swim and 
‘dance.

HE Governor had to tell Hamp 

that he had ho authority to 

take action in such a situation, 
and suggested that he consult with 
the municipality which owns the 
cemetery, or some individuals in 
Caldwell county who might help 
him. About the only person, who 
might help him, and who has al- 
ready helped him, is Will Eng- 
land. Will is a likeable if sonie- 
what eccentric publisher of a little 
weekly here at Lenoir called “The 
Hypodermic.”

WE NEED TO BE unusually 
tolerant regarding the teachers tn 
the early grades of school, for 
their task is exceedingly difficult.

If you think it is easy to 
conduct a kindergarten with 35 
children, you are sadly mistaken. 
A mother of three children is 
usually worn out by the end of 
the day,. Multiply her problems 
by 10, and you obtain some idea 
of the teacher's nerve-wracking 
task. 
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WE PSYCHOLOGISTS don’t 
wish to give the impression that 
all teachefs ate perfect in their 
knowledge of child psychology, 
For some are good teachers and 
some afe poor teachers. 

Others may lack a sense of hu- 
mor, so they make motntains out 
of molehills. For example, putting 
a few dabs of water color paint 
on the face of Sandra’s classmate 
was not a heinous crime. 

True, it must not be ignored, 
for that would invite repetition of 
the naughty deed. But the pun- 
ishment should not be comparable 
to a publie exectition, nor should 
a child be openly shamed and 
humiliated until she feels she ‘has

F all the wonders on display 

at the Ringling Brothers-Bar- 

num and Bailey Combined 
Shows, none was comparable to 
the miracles of gall perpetrated 
on Uncle Sam for 15 years by 
the circus’s lawyer, “Honest” John 
Kelley. 

Honest John was & worker of 
miracles from the day he joined 
the struggling Ringling Brothers 
circus enterprises early in the 
century until the day Uncle Sam 
accepted $800,000 on a circus tax 
bill of $3,600,000. The reason for 
that fiscal defeat for the Govern- 
ment will be explained—rather 
lamely—in time. 

Honest John’s earlier miracles 
were performed in the role of a 
humble claims ‘adjustor for the 
circus. Envious associates say 
Kelley somehow managed to be in 
attendance whenever an unwary 
circus customer. fell off the top 
of the bleachers or had half an 
arni nibbled away by an irritable 
tiger. 

As the victim regained con- 
sciousness he would find Honest 
John hovering above him, two 
tickets for next year’s circus 
clutched in his hand. Before the 
necessary splints or tourniquets 
had been fully affixed the dazed 
victim would be so impressed by 
the eloquent claim adjustor that 
he would be mumbling apologies 
for upsetting the circus routine. 

Honest John was never venge- 
ful in the face of this humble 
apology. He was, in fact, gener- 
ous, handing over the two tickets 
for next year’s stand jn return 
for the autograph of the wounded 
customer. Honest John carried 
forms for the purpose of gather- 
ing these signatures, 

When Uncle Sam passed tax 
statutes and thereby became a 
legitimate claimant to circus in- 
come in 1918, the job of adjusting 
these claims was taken over for 
the circus by Kelley. While John 
never succeeded in paying Uncle 
Sam off,in circus tickets he did 
make what might be called a 
try. From 1918 to 1932 the circus 
paid taxes on profits of $4,000,000. 
This would seem a rather con- 
servative estimate by Kelley in- 
asmuch as the various Ringling 
Brothers connected with the en- 
terprise and their heirs withdrew 
more than $10,000,000 in that time. 

The evidence seemed to show 
that the brothers and their heirs 
were unconscious beneficiaries of 
Honest John’s skill with a tax 
blank. I confess some personal 
confusion as to how this miracle 
of mass innocence was affected.

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$1,800,000 and Honest John was 
disappointed in the figure. He 
promptly ordered an inventory to 
be made of a standard 50-car cir- 
cus. This non-existent circus was 
added to the true inventory and 
the value swelled to $4,000,000 and 
Honest John was off to the wars 
against the tax laws. Kelley kept 
using the $4,000,000 as the basis 
for depreciation charges until he 
was caught. When the non-exist- 
ent tents, wagons, and animals had 
been fully depreciated, Kelley 
started all over again with equally 
fictional tents, wagons, and ani- 
mals. 

Kelley was deadly with .“spec- 
tacles.” These are the ornate 


parades with which the circus tra- _ 


ditionally starts its performance. 
The parades are always built 
around a theme, such as “The: 
Burning of Rome” or “Cleopatra's 
Barge.” Typical of Kelley’s use of 
these ancient stand-bys was “Joan 
of Arc,” declared a total loss by 
Kelley after its use in 1923, Kelley 
charged $200,000 for this. 

“Joan of Arc” had cost nothing 
like $200,000, but that was aca- 
demic. What was more to the 
point was the fact that “Joan of 
Arc” had been built in 1911 for use 
that year and was dust when 
Kelley put it on the tax form 
twelve years later. Several spec- 
tacles that had been the toast of 
the 1890s wound up on the books 
in the 1920s. 
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HE claiming of a deduction 

such as “Joan of Arc” came 

under the head of abandon- 
ment. The difference between 
abandonmert and depreciation can 
best be described by using the 
example of a wagon that costs 
$100 and can be reasonably ex- 
pected to be useful for 10 
years. If the wagon lasts its 
full 10 years, the taxpayer may 
take a depreciation of $10 on it 
annually. If, however, the. tax- 
payer must burn the wagon or 
break it up after two years’ use, 
he may claim an abandonment de- 
duction of $80. Therefore, if you 
are out to perpetrate huge -swin- 
dies through depreciation, larger 
figures may be achieved by aban- 
doning your non-existent wagon 
to the tune of $80 rather than 
annually depreciating your non- 
existent wagon at $10 a year over 
10 years. |

Naturally Kelley didn’t do all 
this abandoning in Bridgeport in 
1927. He merely did his best work 
there. He abandoned lions and 
tigers and other man-eating fauna 
all over the country. 

Except for a few front-office 
employes, the circus people made 
excellent witnesses. They would 
not lie and they had a touch of 
showmanship that was very help- 
ful to the . prosecution. 

One hardy carpenter insisted 
that an ornate wagon built in 
1898 and depreciated for thou- 
sands of dollars had cost $205. 
The defense was scornful. “How 
do you know what a wagon built 
40 years ago cost?” 

The witness took the proper 
patise and drawled, “I know what 
it cost in 1898 because I built it in 
18938.” 

Kelley not only abandoned 
horses without number, he also

He liked that trick so much he

The matter of the rhino brought 
out some strange facets of Ameri- 
dan life.: Did you know that there 
are men all over the country who 
sit by the hour just looking at 
circus rhinos? They are zoo di- 
rectors in large cities. The gov- 
ernment brought these experts to 
New York to testify in rebuttal 
against Kelley’s claims that he 
had so many rhinos he lost at 
least one a year. The zoo experts

were able to tell how many rhinos 
the circus carried in any one sea- 
son and name the season. They 
could also accurately tell the age, 
the sex and the physical charac- 
teristics of every rhino that .had 
heen with the circus in 30 years. 
These zoo officials were also ex- 
pert on the market value of any 
rhino in any year. 

The zoologists were as expert 
about other exotic beasts. There 
was, for instance, the fearful death 
rate among circus polar bears and 
the resultant “abandonment” 
charges. The solemn experts first 
ridiculed Kelley’s numerical] claims 
anent his stable of polar bears. 
They then sniffed when it was 
suggested America was no place 
for a polar bear. “Polar bears 
thrive in our climate,” they testi- 
fied. “They like it better than the 
North Pole.”

EATH isn’t the only reason an 
D animal might be abandoned, It 

might. be “abandoned” in a 
more literal sense of the word, 
such as giving a stupid horse core 
a new high in 1927 when the circus 
moved its winter quarters to Sara- 
sota from Bridgeport. He aban- 
doned madly, leaving behind acres 
of ground, buildings and other fix+ 
tures which he claimed could not 
be taken to Sarasota. This was a

lots. He wag particularly fond 
of claiming to buy stallions. Sta)- 
lions are expensive. Kelley claimed 
the purchase of 45 stallions in one 
season, The man in charge of the 
horses insisted that there were 
never as many as 10 with the 
show. Kelley’s lawyer was ex- 
ploring the possibility of error by 
the horseman. 

“How do you know there 
weren’t 45 stallions with the 
show?” demanded the defense. 

The horseman looked with pity 
upon the city-bred lawyer who 
knew not of the manners and 
customs of stallions. 

“Look, mister,” explained the 
patient witness, “we had mares 
with the circus. If we carried 45 
stallions, too, there wouldn’t of 
been no circus.”

OHN RINGLING, the last of 


the four Ringling brothers who 
had built up the show, died be- 


‘fore the trial, His testimony to the 


grand jury and to us would have 
made him the government’s 
strongest witness against Kelley. 
John Ringing turned over to us 
all of his books, although he knew 
their contents were as damaging 
to him as they were to Kelley. 
He seemed resigned to his fate, 
and welcomed the investigation. 

His only stubbornness was about 
when he would see our agents, 
John Ringling would do no busi- 
ness with anybody until after mid- 
night. He preferred 3:00 a.m. In- 
telligence Unit Agent Charles 
Clarke sat for hours discussing 
Kelley’s claims of abandonments 
and values of properties with the 
old man booming “ridiculous, ab- 
solutely ridiculous” into the dawn. 

©n April 26, 1938, Kelley was 
convicted of aiding and assisting 
the counseling, procuring, and ad- 
vising the filing of false and frau- 
dulent returns for the Ringlings. 
He was sentenced to two years in 
jail and fined $10,000. 

Two of Kelley’s aids received 
lesser penalties. The Ringlings 
got a bill for $3,600,000 in addi- 
tional taxes, penalties and inter- 


est. 

That $3,600,000 bill presented 
many legal problems. The most 
important problem was the fact 
that this was our estimate of their 
taxes and was subject to the 
Board of Tax Appeals review. 
This review was promptly insti- 
tuted on appeal from the Ring- 
lings. 

We were reasonably confident 
that our figures would stand up, 
but if nag, | did stand up where 
were the Ringlings going to get 
$3,600,000? A forced sale of the 
circus would bring no such sum. 
The alternative was for us to take 
over the circus and run it our-

THREE TRIPS TO AFRICA 
PRODUCE NEEDED BUGS 


RIVERDALE, Calif. (UP) — 
California has spent millions to 
keep out-of-state bugs away from 
its precious citrus crops. 

Yet a state representative made 
three trips to Africa before he 
successfully imported a variety of 
ladybird beetles to help the citrus 
crops, 

Harold Compere, research as- 

sistant at the University of Cali- 
fornia’s citrus experiment station 
here, has returned with specimens 
of the beetles, among hundreds of 
insects he picked up for study. 
The ladybirds are valuable in 
fighting red scale. 
%Compere first obtained speci- 
mens of the beetle in 1930, but lost 
them in a luggage mixup in Egypt. |. 
He tried again in 1937, but their 
numbers became depleted after his 
return here. His latest 21-month 
trip began in February, 1947.

~ SECRETARY BRANNAN IN DECISIVE ROLE 


Influential Groups of Farmers Expected to Fight to Throw 


Out Reduced Farm Price Guarantees— Prefer Continued 
*‘Parity’ Prices—May Be Test of Government Ability to 
* Resist Pressure Which Could Unbalance Economy.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25. 


EARLY 50 years ago, crusty old Thorstein Veblen, who was to become the 
patron saint of the New Deal, remarked that the coldly rational machine 
technology which was breaking down the doctrine of the ‘‘ prescriptive rights 


of property’’ and of pecuniary contratt among industrial workers was not leav- 
ing the farm population wholly untouched. 


“Agricultural and animal industries, as 
earried on by characteristically modern 
methods...” he wrote, “‘are to be included 
in the modern complex of mechanical in- 
dustry.”’ 

If Veblen were alive he would think it no 
accident that the advance of mechanized 
and scientific agriculture has seen the 
farmer abandon his old faith in the bene- 
ficence of the free market and use his vote 
clamorously for the economic advantage of 
his group. 

The recent election showed beyond 
doubt that collectively regulated, price- 
guaranteed agriculture is here to stay and 
that the farmer as a Jeffersonian individ- 
ualist is a thing of the past. The farmer 
has learned just as thoroughly as the 
union laborer or the tariff-protected 
«manufacturer to use his political power 
to get a better share of the national in- 
come, 

Influential groups of farmers, fully 
aware of their political contribution in No- 
vember, will fight to throw out the reduced, 
flexible, scale of farm price guarantees 
which the Eightieth Congress passed with 
President Truman's approval. They want 
the wartime guarantee of 90 per cent of 
“narity” to go right on. ‘Parity’ means 
farm prices which bear the same relation 
to the general price level which they bore 
in the base period of 1910-14. 


Farmer Voting Republican 
“Should Have Head Examined.” 


Neither President Truman nor Secretary 
of Agriculture Charles F. Brannan said any- 
thing during the campaign which could be 
directly interpreted as repudiating the flex- 
ible price guarantee. They did, however, 
gay that the Eightieth Congress “‘pulled the 
rug out from under the farmer” and that 
“any farmer voting the Republican ticket 
ought to have his head examined.” Some 
farmers took such statements to ,mean re- 
pudiation of the sliding scale of 60 to 90 
per cent of parity prices provided in the 
Aiken Act. 

The Democratic campaign speakers did 
not, of course, emphasize the fact that this 
change in the price guarantee schedule was 
approved by the White House. 


The fight on proper farm price guaran- 
tees will be fought basically between the 
farm lobby, representing what is easily 
Anierica’s No. 1 pressure group, and the 
consuming public—the largest but worst 
represented organ of the body politic. In 
a sense, this fight will be a test of wheth- 
er the Government, having agreed to sys- 
tematic subsidies for any large group of 
the population, can resist the pressure to 


keep increasing those subsidies until they . 


unbalance the economy. 

Before the war, farmers seemed satisfied 
with price support guarantees of 52 to 75 
per cent of parity and only on the basic 
crops——corn, wheat, cotton, tobacco, rice and 
peanuts. To encourage maximum wartime 
production, Congress raised the guarantee 
to a mandatory 90 per cent and extended 
it to a dozen additional items. This guar- 
antee wiN last through 1949. The Aiken 


formula of 60 to 90 per cent of parity, due | 
to become effective in 1950, represents an | 


co-ed sweetheart in the University of Den- 


ver. With a wife and no assured income, 
he developed ulcers (which he has to nurse 
even to today.) 

By conviction and by circumstance, he 
was qualified to become a charter member 
of the New Deal. This he did by joining 
Oscar Chapman, now Under Secretary of 
Interior, in organizing the Young Demo- 
crats of Colorado. They helped elect the 
late liberal Senator Edward P. Costigan in 
1930 and to nominate and elect Franklin 
D. Roosevelt as President in 1932. 

In 1935 Brannan entered Government 
service as Assistant Regional Attorney for 
the Resettlement Administration, purchas- 
ing drouth-stricken land in the Mountain 
States. From 1941 to 1944 he was re- 
gional director of the Farm Security Admin- 
istration, administering irrigation loans and 
supervising credit for rural families receiv- 
ing Government assistance in buying farms. 
President Roosevelt named him Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture in 1944. 

Secretary Brannan has nothing of the 
messianic fervor of Henry Wallace (whom 
he supported against Senator Truman for 
the vice-presidential nomination in 1944). 
He looks like the hard-working, highly ef- 
ficient head. of the biggest subsidiary of a 
major corporation. He is a high-type gov- 
ernment administrator with a genuine belief 
in making government serve the people, and 
with political faith that the people will ap- 
preciate it. 

He is an agrarian liberal, stemming from 
Sockless Jerry Simpson, rather than from 
Sidney Webb or Karl Marx. He himself 


must suffer twinges now and then over the 


problem of how members of-the great agri- 
cultural pressure group, embracing a fifth of 
the population, can be held in check once 
they have learned their power. 

Secretary Brannan would have the new 
Congress yield ground on the Aiken Act, 
preserving flexibility but raising the min- 
imum guarantee somewhat above 60 per 
cent of parity, with a corresponding 
‘change in the percentage considered nor- 
mal, 


He also will want Congress to supple- 
ment price guarantees by a broad pro- 
gram of rural legislation. He favors 
“conversion loans” to encourage farmers 
to shift from glutted staple crops to the 
vegetables, meat and milk demanded by 
rising nutritional standards. He will seek 
Improved medical and hospital facilities 
in rural areas; federal aid to equalize 
educational standards for rural and urban 
children; rural provisions in housing 
legislation; extension of the school lunch 
program and, probably, 
measure looking toward a reduction in 
the price of fertilizer. 

If he has President Truman’s backing— 
and there is every reason to believe he will 
have it in full—this progr.m should be 
adopted. For Brannan not only has the 
courage of his convictions but the ability 
to express them lucidly and with force. 
Neither is he a man to let power bounce

The largest and most potent of the farm- 
er organizations is the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation. At its annual convention 
in Atlantic City last week, members want- 
ing a guarantee of a straight 90 per cent 
of parity almost split the organization open. 
Allan Kline, president of the Farm Bureau, 
favors the Aiken formula, because he fears 
higher guarantees would subject the fed- 
eral treasury to such strain that the pub- 
lic would revolt against the whole farm 
support rogram. 


Support for 90 Per Cent 
Parity Strong in the House. 


The difference of opinion was glossed 
over by a resolution which transferred the 
struggle from the convention floor to the 
Board of Directors. The real fight will be 
taken to Congress, where 90 per cent of 
parity probably will have the. support of 
such powerful legislators as Representative 
Clifford Hope of Kansas; a Republican, and 
Steve Pace, Georgia Democrat, and indeed 
of practically the whole Southern delega- 
tion in. both the Senate and House.

California Cotton Poses 

Real Problem to Planners. 

During the war, when acreage quotas 
Were suspended, cotton production fell 
sharply in the eld South, where manpower 
was short, and rose phenomenally in new 
high-producing areas in the Rio Grande 
Valley in Texas and in Arizona, New Mex- 
ico and California. Under irrigation, Cali- 
fornia’s San Joaquin Valley is preducing 


from a bale and a half to two bales of |: 


cotton to the acre, on alkali land which 
formerly produced only coyotes and jack- 
rabbits. 

California is now the fifth cotton-growing 
state, and cotton is the biggest cash crop, 
larger than citrus fruits. But cotton has 
only a small “land-use history” in Cali- 
fornia, If the cotton carryover continues 


to mount and quotas are imposed, Califor- | 


nia’s cotton acreage will be cut to a frac- 
tion of its present plantings. Southern hill 
farmers—though their land will produce 
only a half bale to the acre—will exercise 
their quota rights. Obviously, Congressmen 
from California, Arizona, New Mexico and 
Southern Texas will fight the reimposition 
of quotas, This is one place where ‘“‘con- 
version loans” are planned. 

Meanwhile the search goes on, if not in 
Congress and the Department of Agricul- 
ture, then among academic economists, 
for a scheme of agricultural price sup- 
ports which will automatically make al- 
lowances for technolegical improvements 
and for shifts of production to new re- 
gions. 

Dr. John D. Black, professor of pevtenh 
tural economics at Harvard and influential 
in the thinking behind the original Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act, thinks he has 
such a plan. Dr. Black would have the 
Department of Agriculture announge’ in 
advance of each planting or breeding sea- 
son the amount of production needed in 
each crop.

The Black plan has the virtue, for one 
thing, of encouraging American farmers to 
make their full contribution toward feed- 
ing the rest of the world. Under the sys- 
tem of limited production which was in 
effect before the war and towa 
are heading again, we have lost a consider- 
able portion of our foreign cotton market 
to other countries, and are due to lose 
more. We may also expect to lose most of 
the foreign wheat market which we picked 
up during and after the war. 

Orthodox economists are quick to argue 
that since farmers as a class have enjoyed 
by far the largest proportionate income of 
all major groups of tae population since 
the beginning of the war, a leveling off is 
due first in that sector. 

The wartime increase in farm income is 
indeed spectacular. Total net farm in- 
come in 1948 has fallen somewhat below 
1947. Even so, 1948 farm income will 
- equal the combined total for 1987, °38 
and °89. The per-person gain for farm 

people is somewhat. greater. For due to 

improved farm technology, the present 

bumper crops are being produced by 


prewar average. 

These rosy statistics, however, do not 
tell the whole story. They do not show 
how far farm income lagged behind income 
for the rest of the population before the 
war. Despite the great rise in the war 
and postwar years, per capita farm income 
in this country, after allowance for federal 
bounties and produce consumed on the 


people. 

From this point of view, dechutacr Bran- 
nan can make a case when he says: “In 
leveling off the income of all groups of the 
population, we’re not going to start with 
the farmer.” 

Yet the leveling off has already started. 
Farm income is down 11 per cent from 
1947. The Western European countries, 
which have taken an average of about 
400,000,000 bushels of wheat (or its equiva- 
Tent in flour) each year, since 1944, are 
approaching self-sufficiency, 

The cry of American farmers for 90 per 
cent of parity, or higher, may be expected 
to mount as surpluses require the re- 
imposition of quotas.

Carter’s third triumph over the McGlynn 
machine was the most impressive of all.

Bishop Oxnam has achieved national 
prominence-by just this kind of contentious- 
ness and respectability, a combination few 
manage as well. Nor was his interest in 
the Amsterdam meeting, which embraced

him. Bishop Oxnam’s first pastorate, 31 
years ago, was at the Church of All Na- 
tions, in Los Angeles. 

There, in an impoverished district be- 
deviled -by racial and other conflicts, with 
42 different nationalities represented in the 
crowded mile-square area, the young mint- 
ister had the first opportunity to employ his 
theories of “applied theology.” They in- 
volved more than delivering the weekly ser- 
mon or other conventional functions of a 
preacher. 

He fostered co-operative health measures. 
He installed recreation centers and promot- 
ed welfare activities which reduced juvenile 
delinquency to a minimum and otherwise 
transformed the neighbor- 
hood from a veritable cess- 
pool of underprivilege to 
a self - respecting, — self- 
supporting parish. 

On that experience is 
founded his conviction 
that Scripture must be in- 
terpreted in terms of ac- 
tion. 

“The preacher who never 
tests out in concrete situa- 
tions the ethical principles 
he proclaims,”’ he later ad- 
vised divinity students, 
“will find his message so 
unrelated to the world in 
which he lives that the 
changes demanded by his 
changeless gospel are not 
effected and men turn to 
gospels whose fa th is ef- 
fective.”

HEN Methodist Bishop G, Bromley Oxnam of the New York area recently, 
branded the House of Representatives Committee on Un-American Activities 
‘‘un-American itself,’’ for attempting to stigmatize liberal churchmen as 
fellow travelers, he was up to his usual form. As typical, in another way, was 
his election at Amsterdam last August as one of six co-presidents of the World 


ever, when he takes text for sermon or lec- 
ture from some current Broadway play. 


Oxnam’s efficiency in the job of being a 
bishop astounds his associates and makes 
him a hero even to his secretary. Long 
hours of speech-writing and other paper 
work do not interfere with regular visits to 
each of the 1440 “preaching places” in the 
New York area and personal chats with the 
1245 ministers, He keeps minute personal 
records of their activities. 


His back-breaking routine and arduous 
travels, along with “careful eating,”’ enable 
him to hold his large-boned, 5 foot, 11 inch 
frame to about 200 pounds. His complexion 
is that of a man who once had been much 
in the open. In appearance, he is less the 
cleric than the university president, and in 
manner more the administrator than min. 
ister. Opinions are delivered in crisp sen- 
tences but his voice conveys a professorial 

authority, repeating a fa- 
miliar lesson time and 
time again. 

He was the son of a 
California mining engineer 
who wasted little sympathy 
on pick and shovel brig- 
ades. The elder Oxnam’s 
accounts of broken strikes 
and routed labor union or- 
ganizers were daily fodder 
in the Oxnam household, 
pleasantly received by all 
the family. 

First doubts of his fath- 
er’s economic philosophy 
came to Garfield Bromley 
Oxnam when he was at col- 
lege. His later assignment 
to the Church of All Na- 
tions gave him opportunity 
to test his new corvictions. 
Today, he is an outspoken 
foe of both Communism 


BISHOP G. BROMLEY OXNAM and dog-eat-dog capitalism, 


Bishop Oxnam believes 
that American democracy will prevail 
against all opposition if it’s permitted to ' 
expand to meet the needs of ordinary cit- 
izens. He thinks adequate living stand- 
ards are a more powerful weapon than 
poison gas and that public housing is 
more potent in the ideological conflict 
than a fleet of bombers. 

Collective achievements such as the TVA 
are more effective instruments against the 
adversary than armored tanks, he contends, 
and he sees the enemy more disrupted by 
extensions of civil and economic equalities 
than by fifth columns. 


Bishop Says Brothers 

Are Divided by Privilege. 

Addressing those who are reluctant to ace 
cept collective action when indicated, feare 
ing destruction of free enterprise, he wrote: 

“Irrational inequality les at the base of 
much demand for change. To acquiesce in 
inequality is to deny brotherhood, but 
brothers in the faith who are united in 
prayers cease to be brothers in practice 
when divided by privilege.” 

Bishop Oxnam’s forceful sentiments, exe 
pressed on most ecclesiastical and temporal 
issues of the times, have identified him as 
the spokesman for his denomination and, by 
some, as the majority leader of all Protes- 
tants. He staunchly rejected the Ku Klux 
Klan when it was recruiting white, Protes- 
tant, 100 per cent Americans, but his views 
on other issues have inspired charges he is 
prejudiced against the Catholic Church. 

Urging wide separation of Church and 
State, Bishop Oxnam decried the practice 
of sending a presidential emissary to the 
Vatican. He has opposed use of public 
funds for sectarian education, a stand 
recently confirmed by the United States 
Supreme Court and promptly denounced — 
by Roman Catholic Bishops. He has pub- | 
licly deplored the abstention of Catholic 
clergy from Christian unity programs. 

An avowed opponent of Communism, the 
Bishop has resisted firmly all suggestions | 
of a “holy war’ &gainst the Soviet Union. 
Declaring that “democracy and more of it | 
will win the morrow,” the prelate added: 

. “Religious leaders and men charged 
with political responsibility must face a 

fundamental fact. Ideas cannot be de- 


stroyed by military force: It is possible 
to destroy the cities of an enemy, to bring 
his armed forces to surrender, to defeat 
him as far as the physical power to resist 
is concerned. But an ideology cannot be 
suffocated by poison gas nor demolished 
by atomic bombs." 

In no uncertain terms, the Bishop has as. 
sailed those who attack union labor to pre- 
serve intrenched privileges. He has blessed 
the Marshall plan and blasted universal 
military training. He has attacked racial 
persecution, spearheading with the late 
Catholic William Cardinal O’Connell, a 
drive against anti-semitism in Boston. 


He ended Negro segregation in Méthodist- 
founded hospitals. His flippant but telling 
remark in his campaign against censérship 
(“They want to take each damma from our. 
drama’’) still provokes a chuckle when that 
phase of his activity is recalled. He hag ' 
argued for birth control. With the United | 
Nations still unborn, he conducted a “cru- 
sade for a new world order’ with great ef. 
fect on American opinion. : 

In the course of his thrust at the House 
Un-American Activities Committee, Bishep 
Oxnam charged the committee with “trying 
to silence the pulpit.”

Rebuke to Merchant Marines 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Now that the war is long since over, 
and people’s memories are growing dim 
concerning some of the day-to-day de- 
tails of those bitter years, it would be a 
(good idea to point out that all those 
letters from former Merchant Marine 
seamen and their families are fooling no 
one, 

Undoubtedly, some of those men ac- 
cepted war work in that field from 
patriotic motives, but since this does 
not apply to zcny one of the 22 former 
merchant searman I know, their number 
must be sma’. 

True, few of those men received the 
huge pay checks and bonuses we heard 
80 much about at that time—but how 
many joined the Merchant Marine hop- 
ing to get them? A majority, I believe, 

While the merchant seamen were 
working for a regular salary and keep 
under the protection of a labor union, 
we men in the armed forces were living 
under the Articles of War, which is an- 
other way of saying that we surrend- 
ered all human rights, including the 
right of trial by jury, and human dig- 
nity. 

While some merchant seamen went 
under fire from the enemy, most did 
not. Those who were injured in this 
manner deserve care from the Govern- 
ment. but the remainder rate no more 
than does the British civilian population 
from its government by way of military 
service benefits. These British civilians 
were under fire, too. 

If these men wanted to escape the 
second draft, they should have answered 
the first draft call. The Merchant Mar- 
ine helped them escape once; it should 
not be allowed to aid them in this man- 
ner a second time unless they are ac- 
tually serving there. 

I was drafted athough-I had three 
children, and the youngest was five at 
the time, incidentally. I have thus far 
not accepted a single veteran benefit 
although I served in combat in the Pa- 
cific. I ask for no special consideration 
but I object to persons receiving bene- 
fits they did not earn. 

Let these draft-eligible ex-merchant 
geamen try their country’s uniform 
once; they might just possibly like it.

Their latest assault on human knowledge . 


came last August when a fanatical peasant 
plant-breeder, Trofim Lysenko, was proclaimed 
the official font of the science of genetics. It 
mattered not that his teachings on heredity and 
environment to the contrary of what had 


been established by Mendel and the genetiaists 


of the ast century. It mattered not that he re- 
pudiated distinguished Russian contributions to 
the science. It mattered not that he was de- 
nounced by the British Nobel prizeman,. Sir 
Henry Date, as a fraud, or that the American 
Nobel laureate, H. J. Muller, dismissed his 
theories as “the merest drivel.” — 

Russian geneticists who thought otherwise 
than Lysenko were forced to recant abjectly: 
Schools apologized and changed their courses. 
Publishers humbled themselves and changed 
their books. Lysenko was covered with medals 
from head to foot. He had made science what 
the Kremlin wanted it to be. 

This glorification of error and ignorance. was 
the culmination of a 12-year campaign. By 1935 
genetics had reached a high state in Russia. The 
work of Vavilov, Ferry, Chetverikoff, Agol, 
Levit and many others was widely recognized. 
But though these men were politically loyal to 
the Soviet regime, they were exposed about 
1935 to increasingly heavy attacks. 

So-called scientific congresses were staged by 
the Communist party, and their contributions to 
these were reviled by Pravda while the stupidi- 
ties of Lysenko were praised. Some of them 
were banished to Siberia. Several disappeared. 
Vavilov actually was sentenced to death. The

Medicogenetical Institute of Moscow—which, ac-_. 


cording to Professor Muller, constituted “a shin- 
ing example, unmatched anywhere, of the pos- 
sibilities of research in human genetics’”—was 
dissolved, The Lenin Academy of Agricultural 
Sciences, the Institute of Plant Production and 


other important institutions were turned over to. 


Lysenko. 

Throughout this terror, a few reputable ge- 
neticists were tolerated in Russia, apparently 
as show-pieces. Last year, however, these men 
were led into a trap. There was talk of a new 
era of scientific freedom. They were invited to 
discuss genetics in the Moscow Literary Gazette. 
But as soon as their articles appeared, they were 
viciously set upon by Lysenko and his follow- 
ers. Then came last August’s “scientific con- 
gress” at which Lysenke was all but deified. 

By now, the meaning of this governmental in- 
terference with the search for scientific knowl- 
edge should be clear. Unlike his Western coun- 
terpart, the Soviet scientist is no longer sup- 
posed to be.objective. He is expected to bolster 
the @ommunist order. Thus Lysenko teaches 


| that the acquired characteristics of one genera- 


tion are inherited by the next. There is com- 
fort in this for the Communist leaders. It helps 
them to believe that by “conditioning” a genera- 
tion or two, they can create a new kind of mas- 
ter race. The theory, encourages their dicta- 
torial methods and justifies them. 

Modern geneticists, however, scoff at such 
nonsense. They have been able to demonstrate 
that the genes, which are the inheritable ele- 
ment in all living bodies, do not—except in the 


case of very rare mutations—ever change. They'''’ 


recognize that environmental factors work with 
the genes in shaping an individual. But such 
adaptation does not change the genes. 

This knowledge, of course, is of the utmost 
importance in agriculture, medicine, and the 
social sciences. It has significance for the phil- 
osopher, too. It assures him that the trans- 
formation of human beings is a considerably 
more difficult business than the Communist 
thinkers want it to be. 

Science stands by the side of those who be- 
lieve. in democratic individualism, It asserts 
that is is impossible to pour men into a mold 


which presently will yield a race of robots. 


No matter how badly the Communists want 
it done, their Lysenkos cannot change the es- 
sential individuality of man. 
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Suggestion From Pitcairn Island 

Pitcairn Island was about to go under when 
the war ended. That is, the Pacific refuge of 
the Bounty’s mutineers, was about to go under 
financially.

Right here 
in Missouri are towns that probably. could sell 
every sheet they issued to the Soviet albums.

Sadly, this was not particularly the result of 
Nazi influence, but rather the outgrowth of what 
long had been regarded as one of the great for- 
ward steps in education: the recognition of the 
nineteenth century German scholar’s right to 
search for the truth, no matter where the search 
might lead. What it did lead to was more and 


more narrowly concentrated research, especially 


in the physical sciences, anthropology, philology 
and history. 

The last three gave some warrant for talk 
about humanism, but actually there was a drift 
away from the contemporary. Even though they 
did train administrators, German scholars came 
to feel that their academic freedom put them 
above the political. They accepted freedom, but 
not responsibility. This detachment persisted 
through the Weimar period. Indeed, it grew 
stronger then out of a sentimental. romantic re- 
gard for the good old days before the war. 

Enrollments became more and more exclusive. 
People in the everyday walks of life had less and 
less to do with the universities. Faculty mem- 
bers were almost automatically pushed aside as 
conservatives. And when the British broached 
their plan to the post-Hitler leaders of Ger- 
many, they were told that it might be better to 
close the schodls for 20 years instead of trying 
to build on them now. 

Accustomed to the helpful influence of the 
English universities on public decisions, the 
British decided to appoint an investigating com- 
mission, made up almost entirely of Germans. 
This commission now has made some salutary 
recommendations. 

Henceforth, university education is to be 
made available to all sections of the population. 
A wider concept of teaching is to be encouraged 
in place of the emphasis on narrow research. 
Each school is to have a “university council” 
through which it is to cultivate close relations 
with the community. And, perhaps most im- 
portant of all, a course of studies is to be ar- 
ranged which will give all students a broad, gen- 
eral education in addition to the opportunities 
for specialization. 

This is of particular interest to Americans 
not merely because of the possibilities it sug- 
gests to the educational authorities in the 
United States zone of Germany, but because 
American universities, while they copied British 
Gothic in their architecture, patterned them- 
selves so closely on the German models. This 
trend went as far at Harvard and Chicago as 
anywhere. Already these two leaders—and 
especially Chicago—have felt compelled to rebel 
against too much specialization and to re- 
emphasize the importance of a liberal education. 
’ ‘But there still is a temptation to concentrate 
on the sciences. Their industrial application 
brings such quick rewariis. Their narrowing 
influence often is disregarded. This is so in 
spite of the fact that many men have come 
to realize that we have hardly enough philosophy 
to offset the technology which threatens to un- 
dermine our civilization. 

American educators may profit by keeping 
the German example in mind. 
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The Lost Planet 


Anyone whose imagination has been stirred 
by the tale of the Lost Atlantis, the continent 
that is supposed to have sunk into the sea, should 
be doubly stirred by Dr.- Harrison S. Brown, of 
the Institute for: Nuclear Studies at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. He believes virtually all mete- 
orites are the fragments of a planet much like 
the Earth which blew up millions of years ago. 

The composition of meteorites is similar to the 
hard core of our own planet and the mantie sur- 
rounding the core, according to scientific theory. 
From the elements of the meteorites, Dr. Brown 
deduces what temperature and pressure were 
required to produce the distribution in which 
they occur. From that, in turn, he deduces the 


‘dimensions of the planet: approximately the size 


of Mars. 

His further deduction, that the same thing 
might happen to any other planet, is more be- 
lievable to more people in this Atomic Age 
than it ever would have been before. It would 
not be the end of the world, but it would be 
the end of the Earth. And who would there be 
to speculate on the meaning of the flaming fraa- 
ments that would fall, from millions of years 
out of the past, on Mars and Jupiter? 
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Mead, Breathing of May, 1695 

For the first time since the end of the seven- 
teenth century, mead is being made again, in 
England. It is not the result, as would be nice 
to think, of indomitable antiquarianism, but of 
the low price of honey, whose rising cost made 
this age-old drink extinct in the first place. In 
a village in Cornwall, as in Chaucer’s England, 
Mead Makers, Ltd., will now produce the drink 
of fermented honey and water that graced the 
gullets of the ancient Druids. 

Mead was the drink that made the Middle 
Ages famous. Men of distinction switched to it 
because it was a milder, smoother,’ naturally 


better drink. To the Greeks and Romans, it 


was known as hydromel. It was called madhu in 
Sanskrit, medu in Old Slavic, mjothr in Old 
Norse, meodu in Anglo-Saxon.

“At present, American corre- 
spondents file at the censorship 
window three copies of telegraph- 
ic dispatches, one of which they 
receive back when censored, usual- 
ly with an indication of the mate- 
rial which has been deleted. 

“If the dispatch has not been 
sent, he is handed a piece of 
paper on which is written his 
name, number of the filed mes- 
sage and the words ‘ne poidet’— 
in other words, ‘killed by censor.’

@ LL our intellectual activity, 
says Edmund Wilson, is an 
ttempt to give a meaning to 

our experience. If, we accept 
this definition there is no differ- 


ence of intention betwren s0- . 


called creative writing and the 
writing that criticizes it since 
both are undertaking to bring 
the reader—or perhaps the writ- 
er—into some sort of adjustment 
with the interacting worlds of 
phenomena and thought. ‘The 
purpose of art, then, is moralis- 
tic, a conclusion that may be 
shocking to those who have a 
special reverence for the word 
‘useless’ but which will not be 
too disturbing, I imagine, to Mr. 
Wilson. 

His writing, in any case, does 
have a moral effect—to the ex- 
tent that it is effective at all— 
because it forces you to make up 
your mind which in turn leads to 
self-examination. And while 
self-examination does not insure 
a@ passage into the good life it is 
an indispensable beginning. 

Mr. Wilson, however, is not 
the sort of writer who is ordi- 
narily described as ‘“‘challeng- 
ing.” He’s not interested in 
cracking the heads of the com- 
placent or applying the hot-foot 
to intellectual drores. He writes 
on the seeming assumption that 
there is a sufficiently large body 
of readers who are interested in 
the same subjects that have in- 
terested him, and who are pre- 
pared to meet with him on his 
own terms. If the reader is 
challenged that’s his own affair. 

These preliminary remarks 
have been provoked by the pub- 
lication of Mr, Wiison’s book of 


essays called “‘The Triple Think-- 


ers.”’ This title was first brought 
out in 1928 but the new version 
has been revised, extended and, 
in some parts, completely re- 
written and may be regarded as 
representing the author as of 
now. 

Of the twelve essays in the 
book only a few can be men- 
tioned and I, for one, was par- 
ticularly interested in the one 
entitled “Is Verse a Dying Tech- 
nique.”

HE dwindling number of per- 
To who read contemporary 

poetry indicates that modern 
poets have been systematically 
cutting themselves off from 
their audience. Frustrated read- 
ers may be partly at fault in 
that they expect a combination of 
poetic feeling and clear, rational 
meaning. The modern poet, more 
often than not, is interested in 
producing only an emotional ef- 
fect. The reacer who expects 
him to make sense, as in one of 
Kipling’s ballads, misses the 
point. Perhaps-he hasn’t missed 
much and perhaps too many 
poets are writing for themselves 
exclusively. In any case the 
reader’s approach is wrong. 

Mr, Wilson reminds us that 
there is a general confusion 
about what is meant by “prose,” 
“verse,”’ and “‘poetry,” and goes 
on to point out that “verse” and 
“prose” are simply “two differ- 
ent techniques of literary expres- 
sion.” The poetic quality has 
been variously defined but words

written in so mafy lines of met- 
rical feet do not become poetry 
merely by virtue of this form. 
Not any longer. In the history 
of poetry, however, the term 
was once more inclusive. The 
Romans, for instance, wrote 
treatises on astronomy and farm. 
ing in verse. Certain authorities 
attempted to discriminate be- 
tween the prosaic communication 
of fact in verse form and the 
magic of true poetic expression. 
But in general the term poem, as 
applied to anything expressed in 
verse, ‘was justified by usage up 
to the nineteenth centtiry when a 
new conception appeared. 

Coleridge denied that any ex- 
cellent work in meter could be 
properly valled a poem. Poetry, 
he said, had as its immediate 
object pleasure, not truth. (A 
weak and misleading definition.) 
Poe went further by insisting 
that poetry should approach the 
indefiniteness of music. The im- 
portant consideration to Mr. Wil- 
son is that the poetic gesture 
has not languished but has been 
taken over by the prose 
writers, the Dostoyevskys, Con- 
rads, Shaws, Synges and Joyces. 
Does that mean that verse is 
dying as an appropriate form for 
that intensified expression which 
we recognize as poetry even 
though it cannot be captured.in 
a single definition? 

Mr. Wilgon does not exclude 
the possibility of a revival. We 
might see it, he says, in a period 
and in a society where music 
played a leading role.

An Extravagant Eulogy 


Of the Spanish Scnaied 


THE FALL OF THE SPANISH AMERI- 
ICAN EMPIRE, by Salvador de 
Madariaga. (The Macmi'ian Co., 443 
pgs., $5.) 

TS title gives this book away: 
| it is about a fall. It does not 

deal with the rise of freedom 

in the Spanish dominions of 
America; rather, it disparages 
that freedom. Its subject is the 
passing away of something which 
the author believes unequalled in 
the annals of history, unap- 
proachable in greatnéss, and 
which should have been endur- 
ing; namely, the imperial sway 
of his country ‘over peoples who, 
first and last? found that condi- 
tion intolerable and set about in 
every conceivable way, to put an 
end to it. Not being able to 
deny this, Madariaga skillfully 
assumes an elegiac mode, as one 
might mourn the death of Helen 
of Troy. For this is a senti- 
mental book, not an intellectual 
utterance, and the sentiment 4 
one of white hot hatred for al 
the elements that conceivably 
might have had a hand in mak- 
ing the Spanish Americans free 
peoples. 

A scholarly style helps the au- 
thor greatly to deceive himself 
into believing he has atcom- 
plished his aim without being de- 
tected. He damns, with praisés 
that are a little more than 
faint, those whom he hates most, 
and these are the Spanish Amer- 
jeans themselves and their 
héroes, then the French philos- 
ophers—Voltaire, Rousseau, Mon- 
tesquieu, Raynal—whom he pjj- 
lories amusingly, the free masons 
whom he indicts not only of plot- 
ting everywhere against Spain 
but of “that lubricity which 
seems to have followed the ‘phi- 
losophy’ of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, as Faust’s dog followed 
Faust,” and evan the Jesuits, ex- 
pelled from the Spanish realms 
in 1773.

It seems to me that Dr. Chen’s 
eonsistent allegiance to a regime 
founded on corruption, deceit, 
cruelty, and ignorance belies 
that last sentence to some ex- 
tent. But if I anticipated subtle 
propaganda in this book, I was 
disappointed. 

For Dr. Chen has produced a 
most remarkable book. He has 
avoided the fatal error of Chi- 
nese scholarship — his summary 
of ancient Chinese philosophy is 
terse, cogent, and in  easily~ 
understood verbiage. He ap- 
proaches Tao, Cheng, Teh and 
the other categories and figure- 
heads of early Chinese thought 
skilfully and with surprising ob- 
jectivity. The result is a work 
of prime importance to any stu- 
dent of the Orient.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25 (AP)— 
Soldiers, sailors, Generals and 
Admirals will get another year of 
special tax exemptions if Congress 
agrees with Senator O’Conor 
(Dem.), Maryland.

DURHAM, N.C. (AP) — The 
Parapsychology Bulletin, Duke 
University Press, reports that C. 
Nigel Richmond, has tried the 
power of mind over paramecia 
with some indication of success. 

The parmecium, a tiny slipper- 
shaped, single-cell animal that 
lives in ponds, is just a bit of 
jelly without any structure, and 
certainly has no brain. 

Richmond placed them, one at 
a time, on a glass slide under a 
microscope at a center spot where 
four fine lines intersected. 

When a parmecium was on the 
cross-spot, Richmond turned up a 
card, at random, from a deck. 
The card was marked as his cue 
for what direction he should will 
the paramecium to move. 

Each time he spent 15 seconds 
willing. Then the bug’s position 
was recorded. In all he willed 
1495 paramecia, In. 927 cases the 
animals went the direction he 


willed. 

“This,” says the bulletin “was
